ANTLOPTION BIL 


NAD SLIM CHANCE 


By John Corrigan, Jr. 

Waehington, February 17.—(Special.) 
The senate committee on interstate 
commerce this morning voted to re- 
port without recommendation the Scott 
anti-eption bill to prohibit the use of 
interstate means of communication for 
carrying on purely speculative trans- 
actions in cotton. 

The vote in the committee was 6 to 5. 
Senator Foster, democrat, of Louisiana, 
voted against reporting the bill. Sen- 
ator Newlands, democrat, of Nevada, 
voted for a report, but reserved the 
right to offer amendments or to vote 
against the bill in the senate. His 
purpose was to have the measure taken 
up in the open senate and fully dis- 
cussed for the information of the coun- 
try. 

Chances Against the Bill. 


An effort to force a vote in the sen- 
ate will be made by Senator Clarke, of 
Arkansas, who will have charge of 
the ‘bill. As reported to the senate 
three paragraphs of the house bill are 
stricken. If passed in this shape, it 
will necessitate a conference between 
the two houses and in the crowded 
closing days of the session, this will 
be a dangerous experience. It may be 
frankly stated the chances are against 
the final passage of the biil. : 

Senator Smith, of South Carolina, 
who is a member of the Farmers’ 
Union, expressed the belief that a vote 
could be obtained. 

“Our hope, then, is in a friendly con- 
ference committee,’ he said. “Of course, 
the amendments have jeopardized the 
chances of the measure, because of the 
delay, which will result in harmoniz- 
ing differences.” 

The argument in opposition to the 
bill made before .the senate committee 
by Judge Edgar H. Farrar, president 
of thé American Bar Association, and 
prominently mentioned recently for ap- 
pointment on the supreme court bench, 
made a deep impression upon the mem- 
bers of the committee. 

Senator Newlands, one of ‘those vot- 
ing to report the measure, said he 
wished to give very serious considera- 
tion to the arguments and objections 
advanced by Judge Farrar and Presi- 
dent W. B. Thompson, of the New Or- 
leans exchange, before casting his vote 
in the senate.

Did 
you ever see a balking horse that fail- 
ed to pull a load uphill, and that horse 
is always known as the “balking” 
horse. Now, let’s think a minute. How 
many of you can name the viotories 
won by Napoleon. Not many, I dare 
say, but there is not a man who does 
not know about the battle of Waterloo. 
Now, what I wish to say about this is 
that we cannot afford to let the outside 
world point ite finger at us and say that 
we failed to raise $600,000 for the 
Young Mén's Christian Association.” 

J. H. Cummings Talks. 

J. Howell] Cummings, president of 
the John B. Stetson Company, of Phil- 
adelphia, was presented to the com- 
pany as one of the men who haq done 
great thipgs for the Young Men's 
Christian Association’ campaign in 
Philadelphia. 

The support of the John B. Stetson 
Company in that canvass was one of 
the great features.

“We have received no official notifi- 
cation from council through the city 
clerk that council wants more health 
officers and a free dispensary,” stated 
Dr. Bradfield, ‘‘and, therefore, we can- 
not act on the matter at all” 

Dr. Gilbert, chairman of the board, 
said that he did not think the city 


passed a better ordinance than it did. 
I do not think that a single member of 
council understood the law as it was 
passed.” 

Then the discussion stopped short 
off, and no action whatever was taken 
on the ofdinance creating a free dis- 
pensary. The whole matter was left up 
in the air, so to speak. That is, as was 
stated, the board of health was leary 
about taking anv action at all on the 
city ward doctor and free dispensary 
propositions.

Delivered today, it is principally significant as contrasting the 
antipodal viewpoints of the senators of one state. Heyburn, of 
Idaho, and his intolerance of expression, need no elaboration. But 
he serves as a foil to accentuate the breadth and the national vision 
of his colleague, Borah. 

No reasonable and reasoning man can deny the truth of Senator 
Borah’s allegations. 

The sole distinction between the negro problem, north and the 
south, is expressed in the terms of numbers—the south has the 
larger burden, and that is all. 

The Idaho senator did not go even far enough. 

In the south the negro is at least given an open chance to

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work at those occupations for which he is fitted, and in the follow- | 


ing of which he has given evidence of capacity. He is even encour- | 


aged to improve his equipment, that he may be better able to render 
service to himself and to the section in which his destiny seems to 
be cast. 

In the north, and in other sections of the country, Senator 
Borah stated the case correctly—the effort is increasingly to “push 
him to the outer edge of the industrial world” into the darkness 
of a closed door.

are united in trying to understand him, to get at what there is in 
him of the possibilities of good, and, in the south especially, those 
possibilities of evil which must be rigorously safeguarded.

Now, however, Mr. Taft comes among us not as a defender of mistakes 
which other people have made, but as a champion of a progressive national 
policy for which the credit belongs fairly and squarely to himself. And the 
change is startling. 

It remains now to be seen if Mr. Taft will “stay put.” 

Prior to the reciprocity development there had been a steady 
turning of opinion in this country toward the late Dolliver’s sting- 
ing ‘definition of the president as a “good-natured man surrounded 
by people who knew exactly what they wanted.” 

His attitude of the last few weeks has done much to qualify 
that sentiment. 

Should the senate fail to pass the Canadian agreement, and 
Mr. Taft at once call an extra session, he will make even further 
strides toward regaining his popularity. , 

But the acid-test is yet to come. 

Only when his mettle is tried by a democratic house and a 
senate that is mongrel, speaking in a partisan sense, will the presi- 
dent have a full opportunity to display statesmanship or its antith- 
esis. 

But there can be no denying that, at the present, he has done 
more to rehabilitate himself than a good many shrewd observers 


ever thought possible.

Athens Fire Sufferers Plan 
to Rebuild at 


Once. 
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Athens, Ga, February 17.—(Special.) 
Président E. R.‘ Hodgson, Sr., of the 
Empire State Chemical Company, 
which lost heavily by fire here last 
night, was in Macon at the time thé 
news reached him, on his way home 
from a trip to Florida.

They are both in Athens today and 
state that while the loss to their plant 
was heavy——probably in the neighbor- 
hood of $250,000—that it was oovered 
by insurance and a great part of the 
stock on hand was not injured.

The situation brought about through 
the Nutting ordinance, which seeks to 
abolish the departments of drawing, 
music, physical and the study 
of hygiene, brings expressions of pro- 
test from all sides, these protests from 
men and women familiar with the 
curriculums of the public schools in 
Other cities where these departments 
have long sitnce been an integral part 
of the curriculum.

ARE DROPPING STEADILY 


“Have you ever seen an oyster plant?” 


No, this is not a joke nor foolish ques- 
tion. It is just an expression of sur- 
prise. One of Atlanta’s “very best” 
produce markets sprung that vegetable 
Friday, with the added information 
that vou cook it like a carrot, but that 
it tastes like an oyster. and then when 
well seasoned it is good to eat. Now 
, perhaps the housewife and other people 
who eat three square meals every 
seven days in the week are well ac- 
quainted with an oyster plant, but for 
the benefit of the unknowing ones, it 


may be said that an oyster plant is just} 


like a carrot—only it is different. It is 
longer and is brown instead of a gen- 
uine carrot color, and has green tops 
like an onion. Incidentally it costs 15 
cents a bunch. If anybody likes it the 
markets now have it. 

Watercress, new squashes and the first 
okra of the season are also in the mar- 
kets. The watercress, which is deli- 
ciously tender and very fresh and pretty 
looking. costs 19% cents a bunch; the 
squashes cost 5 and 10 cents each, and 
the okra is priced at 30 cents 4 quart. 

The poor mortals who belong to the 
big majority who eat to live instead 
of to the minority #wnho are able to 
gratify every whim of the palate, will

take much consolation tn the faot that 
things eatable are steadily getting 
cheaper, even though okra is selling for 
30 cents a quart. Okra, fortunately, is 
not an essential; and while the decrease 
in each individual articlein small, per 
haps, the plain nutritious things are 
now procurable at very reasonable 
prices; and the providing of three meals 
a day is becoming less difficult to those 
of moderate means. 

Many vegetables which are well- 
liked, and which possess good food val- 
uesS ,are lower now than they have been 
in several seasons. Tomatoes, turnips, 
snap-beans and'‘English peas are among 
those that ure cheaper, the tomatoes 
costing 25 cents a quart only, rutabaga 
turnips 3 cents a poung instead of 5& 
cents; snap-beans 15 cents a quart in- 
stead of 20 cents, and English peas 15 
cents a quart. Celery is selling for 14 
cents a stalk, instead of 15 cents. 

Eggs are selling at 20 cents a dozen. 
and perhaps bv summer time they 
will cost only 12% cents a dozen, as 
they used to “in the good old times of 
yore.” 

Lemons are cheaper also. for the first 
time in twelve months. They have been 
selling unvaryingly for 390 cents, but 
this week they are quoted at 25 cents 
a dozen 

The week's price list for other things 
is as follows: New onions, 5 cents a 
bunch; dry onions. 1% cents a quart 
Bérmuda onions, 5 cents each, cabbage 
5 cents a pound; celerv, 19 cents a stalk 
lettuce, 15 cents a head: beets, 19 cents 
a bunch; turnip salad, 25 cents a peck 
carrots, 10 cents a bunch; sweet pota- 
toes, 50 cents a peck: Irish potatoes. 25 
cents 4 peck: dry peas, 15 cents a quart.

COTTON THE PAST WEEK; 
REVIEW OF THE MARKET 


New York, February 17.—It has 
again been a rather dark week for the 
cotton market. Clouds have been 
gathering over it with a vengeance. 
Fears have been widespread that the 
bill passed last summer by the house 
of representatives prohibiting specu- 
lative trading in cotton futures may 
be passed shortly by the United States 
senate. It is feared that its passage 
would disrupt the intricate machinery 
of the cotton trade in this country, 
and could have no other efffect than 
to put the farmer at the mercy of the 
spinner and thus bring about much 
lower prices than have existed dur- 
ing the Jast few years, especially dur- 
ing the heaviest pressure of the mar- 
Keting of the crop, say in October, 
November and December. The sus- 
pense is universal, as the bill prohib- 
its the transmission of messages re- 
latfng to speculative trading in fu- 
tures by telegraph, telephone, cable 
or other means of communication be- 
tween states or territories and foreign 
nations, In addition to this, receipts 
have been liberal, stocks are large, 
trade both in this country and in Eu- 
rope is sluggish, famine and plague in 
China due, American spinners are cur- 
tailing production, Texas reports indi- 
cate an increased acreage, with some 
little cotton already planted and, final- 
ly, there has been at least enough rain 
the protracted drouth in that state. 

Big selling has taken place here for 
New York, western and southern ac- 
count. Spot trade at the south and in 
Liverpoo] has, as a rule, been reported 
quiet, bullish support has been lack- 
ing, stop-loss orders have been con- 
tracted caught on the way down, and, 
in short, the market has been consid- 
erably demoralized. It is true, that 
exports have been large, Bombay re- 
ceipts have been light, .Liverpool’s 
spot sales have latterly § increased, 
English buying at New York “has, 
within a day or two, been larger, the 
Bank of England rate of discount has 
béen reduced, the New York stock of 
certificated cotton is steadily decreas- 
ing, and receipts have at times shown 
geome signs of falling off. Many be- 
lieve that a rally is due after so pro- 
tracted a decline, and it is worthy. of 
remark that despite the fears of anti- 
corruption legislation, membership in 
the New York cotton exchange has lat- 
terly been sold at $14,900, an advance 
of $100 over the last previous sale. 
Some believe, too, that the provisions 
of the Scott bill are so drastic that 
there is no-likelihood that the senate 
will pass it, or if it does, and it re- 
ceives the executive approval, that it 
cannot tsand the test of an appeal to 
the United States supreme court. 

The bill does not include grain or 
provisions, as it passed the house of 
representatives, and it is argued that 
if it is passed by the ‘senate in the 
same shape that it will be an invid- 
ious and unconstitutional distinction 
at the expense of the cotton trade in 
this country. However this may be, 
the cotton trade has talked, though 
not dreamed of little else but about 
anti-option bills’ days and delegations 
in opposition to the measure have been 
sent to Washington by the New Or- 
leans and New York cotton exchanges, 
whose very existence is threatened by 
such legislation. 

The market closed stronger today on 
covering of shorts and hopes that the 
Scott anti-option bill may not pass at 
this session of congress.

The new discounts in the leather 
trade have restricted trade material- 
ly, especially in sole leather, where 
they have been put into operation to 
the greatest extent.
